reline

The slowdown of steel orders 
has led to a decision to take 
Granite City Steel's ‘‘B” Blast 
Furnace down for a reline, 
rather than letting it operate at 
less than peak efficiency. 

‘The decision was reached this 
month, and work is scheduled to 
start this summer. 

Plans call for a 90-day 
shutdown for the relining 
project. 

As a comparison, “A” fur- 
nace was relined on a 60-day 
schedule. Vice-president and 
General Manager Robert 
McBride pointed out, however, 
that GCS has the option of 
speeding up the reline to return 
the furnace to operation before 
90 days if market conditions 
permit. 

The obvious effect of the 
relining project will be reduced 
operations in the Blast Furnace 
area and the Steelworks, 
especially at the BOF shop 
(basic oxygen furnace) where 
iron made in the blast furnaces 
is turned into steel. 

Before the shutdown, a large 
inventory of slabs will be built 
up so that rolling and finishing 
operations can be increased, 
rapidly if orders pick up. 

“We expect our slab in- 
ventory to be sufficient,” said 
McBride, “to take care of 
prompt filling of customer 
orders.”’ 

The order situation is still a 
questionmark. 

In a letter to employes this 
month, President H. M. “Pete’’ 
Love blamed the slowdown on a 
large steel inventory buildup by 
customers during last fall's coal 
strike, along with slow business 
for steel users who make autos, 
home _ appliances and 
machinery plus low levels of 
home building and other con- 
struction activity.

better, he said he felt the worst 
part of the steel recession would 
be the April through June 
period. 

Long-range prospects remain 
good for the steel industry, he 
indicated. 

In discussing the immediate 
outlook for GCS people in more 
detail, McBride said that the 
low level of steel orders means 
the Hot Strip Mill operation will 
be well below our original 
forecast. 

Volume will also be adversely 
affected by the fact that there 
will be no more ‘conversion 
slabs” received for rolling on 
the mill for the balance of 1975. 

These are the slabs received 
from Great Lakes Steel and 
Weirton Steel that are hot rolled 
and shipped to Midwest Steel as 
coils. 

“The finishing operations 
under these conditions,” he 
explained, “‘will be spotty — on 
an ‘as needed’ basis.”” 

“B” Furnace had been down 
for 17 days in late January and 
early February after damage 
suffered in a steam eruption 
inside the furnace. 

However, it had 
carefully brought back into 
operation so that it was 
producing normal tonnages 
recently. 

The furnace was last relined 
in late 1971 and early 1972. 

“A” Furnace was relined in 
late 1974, going down Sept. 8 and 
being blown in Nov. 25 — 
although problems developed 
which kept it from operating 
normally until mid-December 

As recently as January, we 
quoted paper statements ' by 
steel industry leaders — and 
Granite City Steel leaders — 
who were confident high 
demand for steel would con. 
tinue at least through the first 
six months of 1975 

Now, just three months later 
the bottom has dropped out of 
things, steel orders have all but 
disappeared, and us of this 
writing hundreds of employes — 
both hourly and salaried — have 
been laid off. 

That quick a reversal proves 
how fast our economy can 
change. 

Late last month, officials of 
the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency and the 
Granite City Air Pollution 
Control Board visited Granite 
City Steel to view the ef. 
fectiveness of three different 
technologies for controlling 
coke oven charging emissions 

Most have heard much about 
the $214 million automatic coal- 
charging system that went into 
operation last year 

However, two other backup 
systems involving both per 
manent and portable “jumper 
pipes” were also demonstrated 

The main system centers 
around the new American Iron 
and Steel Ihstitute larry car — 
so-called because it was 
developed for the Institute 
working with the U.S 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

“It is built to contain potential 

charging smoke within the coke 
plant system, rather than 
allowing it to escape 

The car rides back and forth 
atop the three coke oven bat- 
teries with its operator working 
in an air-conditioned cab. 

‘The backup systems are used 
when the AISI larry 
service for some r 

In one system, the 27 ovens in 
“av battery have heen 
equipped with permanently- 
installed jumper pipes 

When an oven is opened for 
charging coal, the pipes divert 
smoke into an adjacent, sealed 
oven so it cannot escape into the 
air 

In the second backup system 
for charging the 49 ovens in “B’ 
battery and the 61 ovens in “C’ 
battery, an older larry car has 
been equipped with a portable 
jumper pipe. 

It provides an air-tight seal 
for a coke oven while it is being 
charged with fresh coal from 
the larry car. 

The demonstration of the 
three systems was arranged by 
Dr. Donald F. Cairns, GCS vice 
president. 

Those present included Dr. 
John Hudson, head of air 
pollution control for the Illinois 
EPA. 

Oven charging in most coke 
plants accounts for the major 
amount of emissions for all 
sources at such plants. 

There is widespread interest 
throughout the steel industry in 
recently-developed control 
systems like those at GCS. 

The coke oven control system 
at GCS grew out of an AISI 
program to seek a smokeless 
charging system which could be 
used with a majority of 
operating coke ovens in this 
county. 

Other experiments are being 
conducted at Granite City Steel 
on improved methods of con- 
trolling emissions when coke 
bursts into flames upon being 
pushed from-an oven after the 
coke-making process.

Highway improvement 
down 54% —Lindberg 


Road fund spending for 
Illinois highway improvements 
has dropped dramatically since 
1972, Comptroller George W. 
Lindberg said this week in his 
monthly financial .report, He 
said total spending from the 
road fund for highway 
modernization and repair is 
down by 54 per cent after costs 
of inflation are considered. 

During fiscal years 1971 and 
1972, a total of $480 million was 
spent annually on state road- 
ways, Lindberg said. The total 
dropped to $318 mhillion in 1972- 
73 and was $240. million in 1973- 
74, he said. This fiscal year, the 
governor’s estimate is $376 
million. 

Since 1971, highway con- 
struction costs have risen an 
estimated 67 per cent, Lindberg 
said, reducing the volume of 
‘road work the state gets for its 
money. 

Another section of the report 
reviewed spending under the 
state’s bond-financed 
programs. 

Through the first nine months 
of this fiscal year, Lindberg 
reported, $130 million or 11.3 per 
cent of the $1,151,000,000 ap- 
propriated by the legislature 
has been spent, This includes 
anti-pollution, capital 
development, coal develop- 
ment, school construction and 
transportation (highways, 


airports and mass transit) bond 
issues. 

Against - that performance, 
Lindberg noted that the 
governor’s proposed 1975-76 
budget estimates bond fund 
spending at $800 million. 

“Our bond-backed spending 
in the past two fiscal years has 
run about $190 million each 
time. This fiscal year will be 
about the same. I don’t think it’s 
realistic’ to think the ad- 
ministrative ability exists in 
Illinois now to run that total up 
to$800 million in fiscal 1976,” he 
asserted. 

Regarding the condition of the 
state’s general funds, Lindberg 
said the available balance was 
$267 million — about 12 days of 
spending — at the end of March, 
down $76 million from a year 
ago. 

‘Spending continues to outstrip 
revenues in the general funds, 
Lindberg said. 

Total spending from the 
general funds general 
Tevenue, common schools and 
federal revenue sharing funds 
— during the intitial nine 
months of 1974-75 was up $467 
million over the comparable 
1973-74 period. 

Taxes and other incomes to 
the general funds were $325 
million higher in the first nine 
months than in the comparable 
period a year ago.

Cemetery called ecological asset 


. A well-kept cemetery is an 
ecological asset, espetially in 
crowded urban areas, Michael 
J. Howlett, Illinois secretary of 
state, said Friday. 

“Howlett was the luncheon 
Speaker at the annual spring 
meeting of the Illinois Cemetery 
Association, held at Springfield. 
As auditor of public accounts 
for 12 years before his election 
as secretary, he administered 
the Illinois Cemetery Car Act. 

“Changes in the cemetety 
industry have been more rapid 
in our time than they had been 
for centuries previously,” 
Howlett said Friday. 

“We still have the country 
churéhyard cemetery, but the 
trend is to larger cemeteries. 

“As population increasés, 
land becomes more expensive. 
‘The gravedigger with his shovel 
has been replaced by 
machinery fueled with gasoline. 

“Life styles are changing. 
Families do not tend graves of 
their members as they did in 
earlier generations. They dop’t 
have the time. 

“With advanced planning and 


land dévelopment — where to 
allow high-rise apartment 
buildings, how much frontage 
residential lots should have, 
what areas should be set aside 
for industry, where new roads 
should to, 

“Cemeteries are a factor in 
community planning. Local 
planners, under pressure from 
the people of the community, 
must decide sometimes

The TMH student is the first 
to be graduated in Venice and is 
believed to be only the second 
graduate in all three districts.

Approval was granted to an 
experimental bicycle tagging 
project, sponsored by the 
Chamber, Tri-City Area YMCA 
and Coordinated Youth Services 
as a deterrant to theft and to aid 
police recover lost and stolen 
machines.

GC fire department adds 
hree shift commanders 


recommendation by the 
Board of Fire and Police 
Commissioners that the rank of 
assistant fire chief in the 
Granite City Fire. Department 
be abolished and replaced with 
three shift commanders was 
approved by the City Council 
last week. 

The action was taken on a 
motion by Alderman Earl 
Baker, chairman of the coun- 
cil’s Fire and Water Committee 
who told the council con- 
currence in the fire and police 
board recommendation would 
make permanent a plan which 
Fire Chief Don Parente has 
conducted “very successfully” 
on a trial basis. 

The recommendation of the 
fire and police board, signed by 
Elmer Miller, president; 
Homer. Pendleton, secretary, 
and Weldon Burch, member, 
made no suggestions as to 
salary adjustments for the shift 
commanders, but noted that the 
board had advised Chief 
Parente to discuss that matter 
with the council's Finance 
Committee. 

In recommending the change, 
the fire and police board 
members told the council that 
the board contacted the Illinois 


Fire and Police Commission in 
Chicago and learned that the 
method of shift commander 
operation is used in many fire 
units throughout the state and 
that “The use of shift com- 
manders is highly recom- 
mended by our state com- 
mission.” 

The couneil concurred 
unanimously in the change and 
referred the matter to the 
Finance Committee and the 
Fire and Water Committee to 
work out any further details 
necessary to the changeover. 

Parente told the Press- 
Record the changeover to shift 
commanders on a temporary 
basis was made two months 
ago. 
He said the three shift 
commanders are Assistant Fire 
Chief Charles Hileman, and 
Capt. Leonard Wilson and Capt. 
Al Brandes who are the two 
senior officers on the Granite 
City fire fighting force. 

Parente said the new system 
provides command personnel 24 
hours per day, provides more 
men at all fires and should have 
a bearing on insurance rates 
and fire losses in the city, The 
Illinois Inspection Bureau has 
recommended that Granite City 


have two more senior officers 
since 1964, he noted. 

Shift commanders — will 
respond to all fires except weed, 
rubbish and car fires unless 
called by the officers in charge, 
and will respond to all inhalator 
and rescue calls. 

Hileman will be in charge 
of the Division of 
Fire Prevention. 
Each shift commander will 
make four commercial in- 

ctions per week day and turn 
spection reports into the 
chief’s office. Initial arson 
investigations will be by the 
shift commander. They will be 
turned over to Hileman for final 
action, Parente said. 

Captain on will be in 
charge of all buildings and 
grounds for maintenance and 
cleanliness. Work will. be 
equalized as nearly as possible. 
Other shift commanders will 
report to Captain Wilson any 
damage to property, he added. 

Captain Brandes will be in 
charge of all apparatus and 
tools, fire. hose and other 
miscellaneous equipment, Any 
loss, damages, or repairs 
needed will be reported to 
Captain Brandes.

Veterans of Spanish-American 
War still leading active lives 


_By BILL WINTER 

Birthdays and anniversaries 
are important dates to 
remember, but another date’ 
that continues to remain vivid 
in our recollection is March’2. 

‘That was the rainy day in 1951 
that our Army service began, 
and also the sunny day in 1953 
when discharge completed the 
two-year induction period. 

Thoughts of the armed ser- 
vices have been brought to mind 
by a Veterans Administration 
status feport on this nation’s 
Spanish-American War 
veterans and by preparations 
for Armed Forces Day, May 17. 

Life Magazine, we recall, was 
the publication which did the 
most thorough job of reporting 
on the last few dozen Civil War 
(1861-65) veterans shortly after 
World War Il. 

Each oldtimer was 
photographed and interviewed, 
and then the rapid dwindling of 
their ranks was recorded as it 
occurred. Soon, all survivors 
were well above 100 years old. 
Then there was only one still 
alive, and then none. 

Life Magazine, is gone now, 
and someday there will be no 
more Spanish-American War 
veterans. One who comes to 
mind is the late Walter F. 
Coolidge, longtime local 
educator for whom Coolidge 
Junior High is named. 

A current tally by the 
Veterans Administration shows 
38. Spanish-American War 
veterans still living in Illinois, 
36 in Indiana, 29 in Kentucky 
and 28 in Michigan, plus 
varying numbers in other 
states. 

VA efforts to insure that the 
nation's oldest veterans are 
receiving maximum. benefits 
have revealed that the Spanish

As is the case with the overall 
veteran population, a sub- 
stantial number of the senior 
veterans live in California 
(180), One each resides in 
Alaska, Delware, Vermont and 
New Mexico. 

Since the first of this year, VA 
benefits counselors have been 
visiting the “elder statesmen,” 
whose average age is 95. 

The oldest, Norton Nelson of 
Whitestown, Ind., was 105 in 
January. His “kid brother,” 
Everett Nelson of Palestine, 
Il, also a Spanish-American 
War veteran, is 95. 

At one stop, the counselors 
found their 90-year-old subject 
skinning logs for use in con- 
structing two new cabins for his 
hunting camp. The veteran 
suggested that he was in better 
physical shape than his two 
visitors and he received no 
argument. 

The arrival of the “govern- 
ment officials” prompted a 95- 
year-old to express his 
displeasure with the spiraling 
economy. When the counselors 
attempted to explain possible 
increases in his VA pension, the 
veteran shooed them off, 
assuring them he was able to 
manage on his present income, 

A 96-year-old veteran living 
with his wife of 59 years 
welcomed the. VA. Informed 
that his situation warranted an 
increase in his monthly stipend, 
he turned to his wife:and said, 
“T'll take you dancing tonight.” 

The veterans’ careers 
following their military service 
at the turn of the century have 
been diverse.

All other public employes 
would be banned from striking 
until 30 days after they had 
sought arbitration from the

The bill would create a state 
Labor Relations Board to 
supervise union elections in= 
volving, public employes, to,

It would permit bargaining 
groups to enter into closed-shop 
agreements with the employer,, 
making union membership, a 
mandatory condition of em- 
ployment. ’ 

Home rule cities such as 
Granite City could use the state 
board or set up their own labor 
relations unit. But a local unit 
could not bar public employes 
from bargaining collectively or 
from striking, under the House- 
passed bill.
